In Windsor the bondholders paid all the expenses 
incurred, including a fee paid to Windsor's city solicitor of 
$17,500. The city council dismissed the city solicitor when 
he refused to pay over the $17,500 to the city treasurer. 
The motion in council to sue the city solicitor was defeated 
on a tie vote. The defense offered by the city solicitor was 
that he was entitled to the money as it was paid by the 
bondholders and not by the ratepayers of Windsor. 


The settlement effected in Windsor was a 100% better 
deal for the taxpayers of that city who are obligated to 
pay only a 40 mills tax rate and interest at 1's, 2, 2», 
3, 315 and 4 per cent. than the Edmonton settlement. We 
are obligated to pay a 55 mills (or more) tax rate and 
interest at 4!5, 5, 5'!o, 6 and 7 per cent on our $32,000,000 
of outstanding bonds. 


Edmonton agreed to pay Jules E. Fortin, representing 
the Bond Dealers’ Association, about $2,000 and R. D 
Tighe, K.C., solicitor for Mr. Fortin about $1,000 accord- 
ing to J. Hodgson, Edmonton’s city comptroller. 


Why pay anything to these gentlemen who represent 
the bondholders and not the taxpayers of Edmonton? 


H. M. E. Evans, Edmonton financial agent who assist- 
ed Mr. Fortin, would have just as much right to put in a bill 
for personal services and expenses as either Jules E. 
Fortin or R. D. Tighe, K.C. 


Perhaps the majority aldermen, James H. Ogilvie, 
Hugh John Macdonald, Walter Clevely, Elisha East, J. T. 
McCreath and A. Bisset, who broke their pre-election 
pledges and voted for such an outrageous deal and also

“Census Takers Find In-| 
crease on Both North and 
South Sides 


Officiai Edmonton census fig- 
ures released Thursday by Act- 
ing Commissioner Thomas Walker 
give the city a population of 87,- 
034, an increase of 1,564, as com- 
pared to the 1936 population 
total compiled by the city assess- 
or’s department, The census fig- 
ure obtained by Dominion gov- 
ernment censors last year wes 
85,696, giving the city an increase 


in population this year of 1,338, 
according to federal figures. 

The civ and federal govern- 
ments compile the Edmonton cen- 
sus independent of each other, 
hence light difference in totals 
The city-employed “nose counters” 
prepare their figures for compila- 
tion of the civic voters’

Population of the north side is 
67,672, as compared to 66,569 last 
year, an se of 1,103 The 
South Side's pulation is 19,362, as 
against 18,901 for 1936, an increase 
of 461 this year 

Districts showing a larger popu- 
lation as compared to 1936 are: 
Calder, 206; North Edmonton, 200; 
Riverdale and Cromdale, 73; City 
Park Annex, 100; area between 106 


and 109 streets, south of the CNR 
tracks, 245; Forest Heights, 61,
